The Republicans in the Senate and 


the Republicans In the House of Repre- 
sentatives do not agree in their reme- 
dies for the ills which effect the 
country. In tho last campaign they 
attributed the general financial and 
industrial depression to the agitation 
of the silver cause. Now they tell us 
it is wholly due to the tariff, and the 
House by a strict party vote, has de- 
cided to meet only 'twice a week, lest 
the financial question should be 
brought up if daily sessions were held. 


In the House Dr. Dingley declares 


that specific and advalorem duties 
must be imposed on certain articles, 
the prices of which can be controlled 
by trusts. The Republicans of the 
Senate Finance Committee do not 
agree with Dr. Dingley, and they have 
changed his tariff schedules so that he 
will find difficulty in identifying his 
bill. The Republican senators, how- 
ever, are not deterred by fears of the 
Administration or the Republican ma- 
jority;in the House from aasertmg thoir 
opinions. They have outlined a plnn 
of campaign, which is to keep their 
bill constantly before the Senate after 
it is called op on the 18th instant, and 
pass it before the end of the present 
fiscal year. It will then be sent to the 
House and the Senate will refuse to ap- 
point a conference committee 1C asked 
by the House to do so, and thus force 
the House to accept the Senate bill or 
prolong the contest indefinitely with a 
prospect of not changing the tariff laws 
at all. 


Representative Grosvenor of Ohio, 


who is recognized as the mouthpiece of 


. the Administration, declares that the 


bill as framed'by the Senate can never 
pass the House. However, as Gros- 
venor ia not a prophet or tha son of a 
prophet he may be mistaken. Had he 
declared 
that President 
McKinley 


would not sign the Senate bill if it was 
sent to him his utterance might be con- 
sidered authoritative, but he is not the 
recognized spokesman of the Republi- 
can majority in the House. 


The scheme of Speaker Reed to pre- 


vent a discussion of the financial quea- 


• tion iu the House, is very cunningly 


devised. 
He will not appoint commit- 


tees, consequently no bills relating to 
the monetary question can be discussed. 


He has taken the further precaution 


of preventing the House from holding 
daily sessions and, as there is not ul- 
ways a quorum present when tha House 
does meet no business can ba trans- 
acted except by unanimous consent of 
the members. He rules with a rod of 
Iron, and only one of bis partisans, 
Lowe of New Voi-k, has the courage or 
independence to protest against bis 
tyranny. If the Senate Republicans 
adhere to the plan outlined by them, 
Mr. Reed may, before Congress ad- 
journs, wish that he had not at the be- 
ginning of the session exercised pre- 
rogatives which are too despotic for a 
government supposed to be conducted 
by and for the people.
